DAYS IN HONOR OF ROOSEVELT) IN PARIS FOR 


WASHINGTON, Tas: 8.—The fol- 


lowing proclamation- on the death 
of Theodore Roosevelt was 
from Paris by President Wilson and 
issued at the State Department: 


‘ cabled 


Woodrow Wilson, President 
of the United States of America 
—A proclamation to the people 
of the United States: 

It becomes my sad duty to an- 
nounce the death of Theodore 
Roosevelt, President of the 
United States from September 
14, 1901, to March 4, 1909, 
which occurred at h's home at 
Sagamore Hill, Oyster Bay, N.Y. 
at 4:15 o'clock in the morning 
of January 6, 1919. 

In his death the United States 
has lost one of its most distin- 
guished and patriotic citizens, 
who had endeared himself to the 
péople by his strenuous devotion 
to the'r interests and to. pub- 
lic intrests of his country. 

As president of the police 
Board of his native city, as 
member of the legislature and 
governor of his state, as civil 

“service commiss‘oner, as assist- 
ant secretary of the navy, as 
vice president and as President 
of the United States he dis- 
played administrative powers 
of a signal order and conducted 
the affairs of-these various of- 
fices with @ concentration of 
effort and a watchful care 


which perm'tted#no divergence 
from the line of duty he had 
definitely set for himself, 

In the war with Spain he dis- 


plised singular inldattte ‘and 
energy and distinguished him- 
self among the commanders of 
the army in the field. 

As President he awoke the 
nation to the dangers of priv- 
ate control which lurkeg in our 
financial and industrial sys- 
tem. It was by thus arresting 
the attention and stimulating 
the purpose of the country that 
he opened the way for subse- 
quent necessary and beneficent 
reforms, x 

Ais private life was charac- 
ter'zed by a simplicity, a virtue 
and.an affection worthy of all 
adnifratiqn and emulation by the 
people of America. 

In testimony of the respect 
in which his memory {ts held by 
the government and people of 
the United States, I do hereby 
direct that the flags of the 
White House and the several 
departmental buildings be dis- 
played at half staff for a per- 
fod of th'rty days, and that suit- 
able millitary and naval honors 
under orders the secretaries of 
war and of the navy be rend- 
ered on the day of the funera)! 

Done this seventh day of 
January, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand nine hund- 
red and nineteen, and of the In- 
dependence of the United States 
of America the one hundred and 
forty-third. >

It is believed that by this method 
the great powers can avoid calling 
in the repre@entatives of neutral 
states and nominal belligerents, when 
their interests are discussed.
